SOCIAL  CQNDITIOI^ 


In  the  main  these  are  much  the  same  as  in  previ  ous  years. 

I find  in  going  around  the  area,  that  there  is  almost  a coti^lete  ]a  ck 
of  public  obligation  in  keeping  the  streets  clean  and  free  of  bits  of 
paper  (often  complete  newspapers),  bus  tickets  and  other  litter.  To 
one  who  remembers  how  very  clean  the  area  was  in  the  late  thirties,  it 
is,  indeed,  a great  contrast.  Broken  glass  is  still  a common  occurence 
not  only  on  main  roads  but  on  rural  footpaths  and  grass  verges.  Un- 
happily, oTir  tiny  streams  and  brooks  are  regarded  as  rubbish  diimps; 
they  often  become  partially  choked  and  become  a breeding  groimd  for 
vermin. 


Public  lighting,  while  being  in  the  main  fairly  adequate 
as  regards  its  placement,  is  often  wholly  inadequate  in  the  amount  of 
light  it  gives.  Light  in  my  view  is  an  enemy  of  dirt  and  mischief 
not  to  say  of  real  vrickedness.  One  should  never  be  afraid  of  having 
plenty  of  light. 

I would  suggest  that  there  is  raom  for  in^rovement  in 
some  of  our  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  works.  These  have 
often  been  commented  on  previously.  I suggest  that  where  a small 
community  such  as  G-ilfach  Goch,  has  many  different  sources  of  water 
supply,  some  attempt  should  be  made  to  convert  them  into  one  adequate 
\miform  supply.  It  is  not  too  much  to  ask  that  everyone  should 
(wherever  possible)  have  a clean  and  plentiful  aupply  of  our  greatest 
commodity. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  sewage  disposal  in  man^^  of  our 
smaller  districts. 
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The  public  are  gettin,q  more  conscious  of  the  importance  of 
pure  air,  and  the  Clean  Air  Bill  hecarae  an  Act  of  Parliament  during 
the  year.  With  this  is  linked  the  question  of  air  pollution  and 
what  causes  it.  The  people  of  Llantwit  Pardre  already  know  of  the 
nuisance  that  can  be  caused  by  the  deposits  from  the  Upper  Boat 
Bloctric  Power  Station. 

The  air  on  our  roads  is  foiil  ^vith  diezel-engine  and  petrol 
e^diaust  fumes.  It  is  said  that  these  can  be  collected  in  a special 
container  attached  to  the  end  of  the  esdiaust  pipe.  If  this  is  so, 
it  is  somewhat  surprising  that  this  has  not  become  compulsory,  es- 
pecially in  view  of  one's  health. 

The  use  of  gas  is  said  to  be  one  means  of  lessening  air 
pollution.  Gas  is  clean  (ns  is  also  electricity)  in  its  use,  and 
is  easy  to  regulate.  Many  housewives  have  changed  over  where  it 
became  possible  to  do  so.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  it  could  be 
taken  to  those  parts  where  it  is  not  yet  found? 

I have  for  many  years,  in  going  through  my  tuberculosis 
reports  and  statistics,  been  struck  by  the  number  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  lungs  occurrinf^  in  young  females  working  in  factories. 
Though  it  is  not  now  nearly  so  difficult  to  get  people  to  go  to  a 
doctor  or  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  it  is,  however,  in  my  experience,  still 
not  easy  to  persuade  many  of  these  girls  to  give  up  work  in  the 
factories  voluntarily,  after  they  have  been  diagnosed. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  has  helped  tremendously 
in  the  fight  against  this  scourge.  Vaccination  of  one  sort  or 
another  seems,  in  this  age,  to  be  the  form  of  fighting  disease, 
i.e. , to  prevent  it;  and  the  latest  addition,  viz,  anti-polio 
vaccine  has  further  added  to  our  fighting  armour  against  disease.

A soft  neutral  water.  The  ci).emical  and  physical  characters 
of  the  samples  are  satisfactory. 

Water  Supplies; 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  daily  consumption 
of  water,  ’.vhich  has  risen  by4^8„76A  gallons  in  the  last  10  years, 
consumption  in  194^  being  796,000  and  in  1956  1,254,764  gallons. 

One  farm  only  was  connected  to  the  Council*  s mains  during 

the  year. 


The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district,  including  isolated 
farros,  is  approximately  7,207.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  without 
a piped  supply  from  the  main  is  approximately  52.  The  approximate 
number  of  fams  without  a piped  supply  of  water  is  62,  practically  all 
of  which  are  in  isolated  positionsand  considerable  distances  from 
existing  mains. 

The  estimated  present  population  of  the  district  is  25.  700 
and  it  is  estimated  that  98.4L>  per  cent  of  the  popula.tion  is  supplied 
with  water. 

Housing: 

During  the  year  402  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of 
informal  action,  and  99ns  a result  of  service  of  formal  notices; 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  v/ere  issued  following  application  by  tenants. 

Closet  Conversions: 

The  Council  still  operate  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  and  during  1956,  31  closets  have  been  converted  by  installing 
flushing  apparatus,  bringing  the  total  tw  141  since  1953. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

Improvements  and  extensions  to  the  sewers  are  still  necessary 
in  certain  parts  of  the  area  to  which  attention  has  been  drtiwn  on  many 
occasions,  including  Castell  Mwynyws,  Upper  Church  Village,  G-roesfaen 
and  Cross  Inn,

Food  Inspections. 


During  the  year,  1,599  It’s  of  various  foodstuffs  were  inspected 
and  fo^md  to  he  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  otherwise  disposed  of 

A total  of  176  samples  were  teken  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  the  Llantrisnnt  and  Llantwit  Fardre  Rurfil  District  luring  the 
year  under  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,1955.  Of  this  number  14  were  taken  as  formal 
samples,  162  were  taken  informally.  In  view  of  personal  experience  of  sarapli 
officers’  duties  in  other  districts  where  the  Local  Authority  is  a Pood  and 
Drugs  Authority,  some  doubt  is  felt  as  to  whether  the  number  of  formal  sampl 
taken  is  adequate  for  this  district,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  n 
prosecutions  were  undertaken 

The  foodstuff  condemned  is  disposed  of  by  burning  or  burying  . 
at  one  of  the  Council' s refuse  tips. 

The  number  of  food  proinises  in  the  area  aniounts  207,  of  which  20 
are  canteens,  14  cafes,  7 fried  fish  shops,  20  butchers  and  the  remaining 
142  are  food  retail  shops.  There  are  also  10  registered  dairies  and  32 
milk  retailers  in  the  area.

Six  samples  were  not  examined  owing  to  unsatisfactory  temperature  oonditioni 
at  the  Laboratory, 
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Food  Hygiene  Re prulat ions,  1955. 

These  regulations  which  greatly  increase  the  hygienic  control  of 
food  handling  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  this  year. 

The  Regulations  lay  do^vn  requirements  in  respect  of  the  cleanliness 
of  food  premises,  stalls,  vans,  'etc. , and  of  apparatus  and  equipment,  the 
hygienic  handling  of  food;  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the 
handling  of  food  and  the  action  to  he  taken  where  they  are  affected  with 
infectious  disease;  the  construction  of  food  premises  stalls  vehicles  etc. 

They  alter  and  extend  the  requirements  of  the  repealed  Food  and  Drugs 
Act, 1938,  to  include  stalls  and  vehicles,  school  and  hospital  canteens, 
clubs  and  other  institutions  and  premises  where  food  is  handled. 

The  following  requirements  did  not  come  into  force  until  1st  July, 1956. 

1.  A proper  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  wash  basins,  soap,  nail  brushes 
and  clean  towels  must  be  provided, 

2.  First  Aid  materials  must  be  provided, 

3.  Adequate  lockers  must  be  provided  for  storing  clothing  and  footwear  not 
worn  during  working  hours, 

4.  Adequate  sinks  with  hot  and  cold  water  must  be  provided  for  washing  feed 
and  equipment  and  adequate  supplies  of  soap  and  drying  materials. 

5.  All  meat,  fish,  gravy  or  imitation  cream  or  egg  or  milk  preparations 
intended  for  immediate  consumption  or  which  has  been  cooked  or  p'^rtly  c ote  d 
must,  unless  exposed  for  sale,  be  brought  to  and  kept  at  a temperature  not 
less  than  145 ^F  or  below  50^.  In  practice  the  lower  temperature  will 
probably  require  means  of  artificial  cooling  by  refrigeration. 

The  regulrtions  differentiate  between  ’’open  food"  and  food  whidi  is 
not  open  food,  i,e.  , canned  or  packed  food 

The  Regulations  amplify  and  extend  the  Council' s Byelaws  and  consider- 
able extra  work  will  be  involved  in  implementing  them  fully. 

Canteens,  Mobile  Shops  and  Licensed  Premises  (Public  Houses)  were 
inspected  to  ascertain  that  they  complied  with  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Bread  Distribution; 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  conditions  of  distribution  of  broad 
and  confectionery,  prrticularly  in  regard  to  the  proper  equipment,  con- 
struction and  cleanliness  of  bread  vans;  the  handling  of  bread  and  cakes 
and  a number  of  oral  ’.^exTiings  have  been  given  inregard  to  the  need  for 
repainting  the  interior  of  vans;  providing  clean  shelf  coverings  and  the 
use  of  inadequately  equipped  vans.  No  major  contravention  of  the  lav; 
has  been  discovered,  but  constant  vigilence  is  necessary  to  ensure  the 
maintenance  of  proper  standards.  The  question  of  provision  for  hand 
washing  by  delivery  assistants  has  been  taken  up  and  this  will  be  proceeded 
with,  with  all  firms  fo\md  to  be  delivering. 

In  one  van  which  was  examined,  a tray  of  cakes  was  found  to  be  lying 
on  the  floor;  the-  cakes  being  consequently  contaminated.  This  was, 
apparently  due  to  the  operation  of  centrcfugal  force  causing  the  displace- 
ment of  the  tray  from  the  shelf.  The  contaimatod  cakes  were  confiscated. 
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Infectious  Diseases . 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  dysepte? 
It  affected  chiefly  children  of  the  Infants'  Departments  at  Church  Villa’^ 
and  Beddau  Schools,  with  sec-^ndary  cases  amongst  older  children  and 
adults  in  the  homes  of  the  initial  cases. 

Unfortunately  some  of  the  earlier  cases  had  not  been  recognised  as 
dysentery,  but  had  been  attributed  t'^  ordinary  diarrhoea,  with  the 
result  that  the  disease  had  become  well  established  before  any  notifica- 
tions were  received  in  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  first  cases  notified  were  t'?to  children  attending  Church  Village 
School.  The  mother  of  one  of  them  was  employed  in  the  school  canteen 
and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  her  taking  part  in  the  handlin? 
and  preparation  of  food  at  the  canteen.  She  was  in  fact,  sent  home 

im^nedi ' tely.  (It  was  7.  do  clear  that  this  was  done  purely  as  a precaut- 
i 'nary  measure,  there  was  no  question  of  her  beiAig  affected  or  of  her 
being  a "carrier”.  She  was  simply  a cntact  . f a confiraod  case). 

Later  swabs  f :r  bactcriolTrical  examination  from  the  whole  of  the  canteen 
staff  and  'ne  member  -f  the  teaching  staff  were  all  reported  to  be 
negative. 

Within  a few  days  oases  wore  notified  from  the  Beddau  area. 

Head  Teachers  f the  sch  • Is  inv'lved  supplied  names  and  addresses 
of  children  who  were  absent  fr">m  sch  ^'^l  f r any  unkown  or  indefinite 
reas''n  and  duirin  : the  subsequent  investigations  it  was  found  that  some 
of  the  children  and  in  a few  cases,  other  members  of  their  families 
had  suffered  from  sone  suspicious  symptoms.  Faecal  swabs  from  these 
cases  were  submitted  t the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  and, 
of  the  initial  24  swabs  taken,  12  were  f amd  to  be  positive  and  were 
referred  t-^  their  family  d-^ct^rs  for  treatment. 

At  the  request  'if  one  of  the  local  practitioners  12  "follow- 
up"' swabs  w«roi  taken  after  the  patients  had  been  given  a course  of 
treatment,  and  ■ f thogc , tw-  v/ere  rep'.  rted  to  be  still  positive. 

In  addition  to  the  canteen  worker,  it  was  found  during  the 
investigati ans  that  at  nc  house  a cntact  was  employed  as  a grocer's 
assistant,  and  at  another  house  .ne  c ntact  was  employed  at  a cafe, 
another  was  about  to  start  work  at  the  same  cafe  on  the  following  day, 
and  another  contact  was  employed  at  the  maternity  ward  at  the  East 
Glamorgan  Hospital.  They  were  all  asked  t disc 'ntinue  their  work  until 
the  risk  of  spreading  the  infection  had  passed. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  month  was  39, 
including  those  discovered  as  a result  of  s’^wabbing. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  also  notified  during  March,  Both 
oases  were  nursed  at  home  and  the  h«u*«B  ooncem^d  wore  disinfected. 

During  October,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  para  typhoid  fever  in 
Baat  Gla.morgan  Hospital, 
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The  cases  at  the  hospital  were  confined  to  the  maternity  block  and 
investigations  into  the  outbreak  were  made  by  the  hopital  medical  staff 
in  c 'nsultati-''n  with  Dr.  t/.  E.  Th'T'mas.  Bloo^  and  faecal  specimens  from 
the  nursin,g  and  domestic  staff  n the  maternity  block  ware  examined 
and  as  a result  ■-'ne  ward  maid  who  resides  at  Beddau  was  found  to  be  a 
carrier.  She  was  excluded  from  w^rk  and  sent  home  and  completed  a 
c ursc  of  treatment  under  the  care  of  her  family  doctor.  Further 
tests  were  made  to  ascertain  that  she  was  free  from  infection.  There 
was  no  suggesti-'n  that  she  was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  in  fact  she 
may  well  have  been  one  of  its  victims. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  still  employ  one  full  time  rodent  operator  and  during 
the  year  493  properties  were  treated,  and  sewers  were  treated  twice 
in  the  year  in  the  manner  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  F'od  As  in  previous  years,  private  houses  were  treated 
free  of  charge,  but  the  c-st  -^f  treating  business  premises  was  charged 
to  the  occupiers.

Dust  Nuisance. 


Extensive  alterations  in  the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  smoke  and 
dust  generated  during  smelting  operations,  at  the  Metal  Alloys  factory, 
Treforest  Trading  Estate,  have  resulted  in  a considerable  improvement  in 
atmospheric  conditions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  factory.  Smelting  operations 
at  the  factory  take  place  in  moveable  smelting  pots  which  are  v/heeled  into 
position  beneath  hoods  or  canopies  from  ’.vhich  smoke  fumes  and  dust  were, 
previously  discharged  to  the  atmosphere  by  means  of  small  tubular  chimney 
stacks  extending  only  a few  feet  above  roof  level,  often  causing  a serious 
smoke  nuisance  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 

As  a result  of  the  operations,  hov;ever,  each  of  the  canopies  is  nov/ 
connected  to  a large  rectangular  metal  duct  or  flue  which  runs  horizontally 
beneath  the  roof  of  the  building,  passes  through  the  end  wall,  and  then 
takes  a sharp  upvrard  turn  to  join  a new  steel  chimney  stack  which  has  been 
erected  to  discharge  at  a height  of  150  feet  above  ground  level.  Most 
of  the  dust  from  the  smelting  pots  is  deposited  on  the  floor  of  the  horiz- 
ontal duct  or  at  the  base  of  the  steel  chimney  stack,  and  provision  is 
made  for  its  pcitLodical  removal.  The  management  had  for  some  time  been 
keenly  conscious  of  the  nuisance  to  neighbouring  occupiers  and  had  made 
unsuccessful  efforts  to  obtain  alternative  accommodation  at  a more  suit- 
able site.  Much  credit  is  due  to  them  for  undertaking  this  rather 
costly  alteration. 
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Pest  Clearance  Area. 

The  Agricultural  Executive  Coianittec  C''nference  was  held  an  the  9th 
May, 1956,  to  invite  representations  from  interested  bodies  re  delclaring 
the  County  of  G-laaiorgan  a clearance  area  in  regains  t'^  \vild  rabbits.  The 
fcllowing  points  were  made  during  the  proceedings. 

The  occupier  of  land  is  responsible  f^r  the  cra.dication  of  the  wild 
rabbits  on  his  land. 

Pers  nal  representations  to  the  Com.nittee  may  bo  mr.de  v/ithin  21  days  of 
the  publishing  of  the  Committee's  proposals  to  make  a clearance  order. 
After  the  order  becomes  operr.tive,  it  is  then  the  duty  of  occupiers  to 
take  reasonable  steps  t eradicate  rabbits  and  to  maintain  the  land 
free  of  v/ild  rabbits.  The  Forestry  C:*m.aissi‘n  is  under  the  same  liabil- 
ity as  other  occupiers.  In  approved  cases  a grant  of  5C^  of  the  o-'st 
of  clearance  may  be  made  by  the  Committee. 

In  the  cose  "f  c'mmon  land  which  is  land  subject  t'  com'non  rights,  the 
rcs?''nsibility  f^r  cleara.ncc  depends  up'^n  whether  the  wner  or  occupier 
derives  any  fin^'ncif'l  gain  from  the  land,  if  he  does  he  is  responsible 
if  not,  then  the  Treasury  ’.Till  foot  the  bill,  Gcnerr.lly  speaking  the 
Lord  r,f  the  leaner  is  the  .mcr  f Cc-nmnon  1^'nd, 

A survey  of  all  forms  and  -'thcr  land  is  in  progress  by  officials,  which 
••/ill  c ntinue  and  indicate  the  am-^unt  of  infestation  in  the  county. 

The  actual  method  •-'f  extermination  is  a matter  for  the  occupier  and  may 
be  by  trapping  pois'^nini;  sh-^'^ting  etc.,  - it  is  illegal  t'  import 
myxaJnatosis , in  ''rdor  t oxtermin'te  ra.bbits. 

(Note ; Pour  rabbits  infected  ’,7ith  myx-'matosis  were  imported  into  infested 
land  and  all  the  rabbits  ’•;crc  g nc.  in  5 v/ccks). 

Section  II  ••’f  the  1954  ^ict  deals  with  traps.  Research  is  goinjg  on 
c ncoming  traps  and  120  different  types  have  been  tried.  At  a later 
date,  it  is  expected  that  a particular  type  of  trap  -vvill  be  specified. 

Enforcement  action  will  be  taken  on  the  report  of  an  inspector  of  in- 
fested land  and  no  action  bcin ; taken  by  the  occupier.  Notice  will  be 
served  and  subsequently  the  Committee' a officers  will  enter,  do  the  work 
and  ch'- ige  the  c^st  to  the  occupier. 

”Open”tr^.pping  is  illegal.  Traps  must  be  placed  in  rabbit  burrows.
